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New Orleans Surveyor of 
Customs Knox Opens Fire 
on Foster and Franklin in 
Depot—Knox Probably In- 


sane. 


Baton. Rouge, La. December 22.— 
Robert L. Knox, surveyor of customs 
for the port of New Orleans, and promi- 
nent Louisiana attorn shot and kill- 
ed Benjamin Foster, of Hattiesburg, 
Miss., a close friena and former busi- 
ness associate, and Alexandre Fraenk- 
lin, believed to be from Natchitoches, 
La., in the Yazoo and Mississippi Val- 
ley railroad depot here. today. 

According to witnesses, Knox walked 
into the crowded waiting room and 
without utterine a word drew a re- 
volver and fired three times. Foster, 
who was purchasing a ticket, was shot 
and instantly killed. Fraenklin was 
struck by the second or third bullet 
and died about twenty minutes later. 
Knox then left the waiting room and 
surrendered to the police. 

“He Ruined My Life.” 

District Attorney Holcombe, who at- 
tempted to obtain a statement from 
Knox, declared that all the prisoner 
said was “He ruined my life.’ It was 
said that apparently Knox did not 
know that Fraenklin had been killed. 
Counsel retained by the prisoner ad- 
vised him to remain silent until a 
hearing is held. 

Relatives. of Knox declare that he 
was suffering from mental aberration 
since he and Foster had been friends 
for many years and there was no cause 
for a grievance. Until three years 
ago Knox and Foster had been ‘asso- 
ciated with a law firm in Lake Charles, 
La., Knox as an attorney and Foster 
as an attorney and timber expert. 
Knox opened a law office in New Or- 
leans and Foster went to Hattiesburg 
when the firm was dissolved. 

Since that time the two had main- 
tained friendly intercourse and, ac- 
cording to the mother of Knox, whom 
he was visiting here, Foster was the 
first person the family called up on 
for assistance when Knox became in- 
volved in a difficulty in Washington, 

C., about two months ago. 

Neither Knew of Other’s Presence. 

Neither Knox nor Foster knew the 
other was in Baton Rouge, Mrs. Knox 
said, and the presence of Knox at the 
depot was explained by his announced 
intention, several hours earlier, of 
going to New Orleans on an afternoon 
train. 

The authorities here state that it 
has been learned that Knox ‘recently 
developed mental trouble and last Sep- 
tember was taken to Washington and 
placed in a sanitarium for treatment. 
He arrived here from Washington ge uV 
eral days ago.

On September 17 Knox, who was ap- 
pointed surveyor of customs at New 
Orleans about a year ago, came. to 
Washington and endeavored 
range, through Senator Ransdell, 
Louisiana, to see Secretary Moda 
about what he called unjust criticism 
of the administration of his office. 
Three days after his arrival and after 
he had created. a scene at the treasury 
building he was arrested and taken 
to the government asylum hospital for 
observation. There he was kept until 
his brother, W. B. Knox, of New Or- 
leans, arrived and made arrangements 
se his removal to a private institu- 

on. 

Mrs. Knox hurried to Washington 
upon being notified of her husband's 
plight and until three weeks ago 
stopped with friends near the sanita- 
rium. She was allowed to see Knox 
every day and thought he was well on 
the road to recovery when she left for 
home.

OVER 1,300 GERMANS 
CAPTURED BY FRENCH 


No Official Confirmation of 
the Report That the Rus- 
sians Have Occupied the 
Bulgar Port of Varna on 
the Black Sea. 


London, December 22.—The heaviest 
fighting on any of the battle fronts 
appears to be taking place in the Vos- 
ges mountains at Hartmanns-Weiler- 
kopf. The French captured an impor- 
tant German position there Tuesday, 
but the Germans have retaken a foot- 
ing in the section of the trenches held 
by French advance detachments. Paris 
says aver 1,300 German prisoners have 
been taken in this sector, Artillery 
bombardments have prevailed on most 
of the other parts of the. western 


fron. 

Again comes the report from the 
Russian front of an almost complete 
cessation of the fighting, while the 
most important engagement on the 
Avstro-Italian front has been an Nal- 
jan attack on the Tolmino bridgehead, 
which was put down by the fire of the 
Austrians. 

Nothing has come througu concern- 
ing further activities on the Darda- 
nelles or Mesopotamia fronts or the 
army which the German field marshal, 
Von Der Goltz, is reported to be pre- 
paring for an attempted invasion of 


Egypt.

OFF BULGAR COAST. : 

London, December 23.—There is still 
no confirmation of the reported Rus- 
sian landing at Varna. A Bucharest 
dispatch to The Times, dated Decem- 
ber 21, says: 

“A Russian fleet of about forty ves- 
sels appeared yesterday. morning (Mon- 
day) © Cape Kali Akra and proceed- 
ed in the direction of Varna, whence a 
violent bombardment was heard. 
Nothing was visible owing to the fog. 

“Accordimg to official reports four 
large warships and two torpedo boats 
engaged in the bombardment with 
heavy guns. The shore batteries re- 
plied. Tu firing lasted from 8 to 16 
o’elock in ‘the morning; then ceas 
apparently owing co the fog, and t 
squadron returned to Kali Akra about 
noon.

London, December 23.—The Daily 


Chronicle’s Athens correspondent under 
date of Sunday, sends an interview 
with the Greek premier, M. Skouloudis, 
involving the strongest criticism of the 
diplomacy of the quadruple entente 
powers in the Balkans.

Board to Attack What He 
Calls Inadequate Program. 


New York, December 22.—Henry A. 
Wise Wood, representative of the 
American Society of Aeronautic En- 
gineers, today announced his resigna- 
tion as a member of the naval consult- 
ing board, recently appointed by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Daniels. His action 
was taken, he said, because he disap- 
proved, as inadequate for the coun- 
try’s defense, the naval program pro- 
posed by the administration. He will 
continue, however, to serve as a con- 
sultant to members of the board. 

Mr. Wood saysin his letter of resig- 
nation to Secretary Daniels that he has 
retired “‘in order that I shail be free 
to attack the thoroughly inadequate 
and, therefore, dangerously weak na- 
val and military policy of the presi- 
dent, as expressed in Secretary Garri- 
son’s and your own recommendations, 
and to urgepublicly that the recom- 
mendations of the general board of the 
navy and general staff of the army, as 
contained in their original reports, be 
substituted therefor. 

“If our homes, our people, our insti- 
tutions and our rights are worthy of 
preservation at all, they are entitled to 


‘the most impregnable safeguard which 


trained men can devise and our enor- 
mous wealth create.” 

After outlining the way in which, he 
declared, the original program of the 
general board of the navy submitted to 
the administration last July was weak- 
ened by the substitution of another 
and “less adequate program,” Mr. Wood 
says: 

“Thus, the administration offers us 
neither enough strength at sea to resist 
thereon the fleets of the foremost pow- 
ers, nor encugh strength ashore to pre- 
vent the successful landing of the ar- 
mies of such nations, for which their 
superior navies could easily clear the 
way.“ 

Mr. Wood is chairman of the confer- 
ence committee on national prepared- 
ness, composed of nine organizations 
working for national defense.

New York, December 22.—Canada 
and the other British dominions are 
as firmly resolved as is the mother 
country that the European war shall 
not be terminated by any inconclu- 
sive peace, declared Sir Robert Laird 
Borden, the prime minister of the Ca- 
nadian government, in an address ‘to- 
night at the one hundred and tenth an- 
nual dinner of the New England So- 
ciety in New York. 

It was the first public address de- 


bd livered by Sir Robert in the United 


States since the beginning of the war, 
and it follows closely upon his visit 
to England and France for official 
conferences as to Canadian participa- 
tion in the conflict. After reviewing 
his own intimate associations with 
New England life and ideals, and re- 
calling, among other things, how many | 
thousand Canadians fought under the 
Stars and Stripes in New England regi- 
ments during the civil war, and speak- 
ing of the phenomenal growth of the 
Canadian dominion, he outlined the re- 
lations of Canada to the European, | 


war. 
For Future Peace of World. 

“I do not propose to argue or af- 
firm the justice of our cause,” said Sir 
Robert. “The great controlling facts 
have been firmly established and they 
are widely known. Upon these facts 
the people of the neutral nations must 
found their own conclusions. The Ca- 
nadian people are impressed with the 
most earnest and intense conviction 
that our cause is just and that it will 
prevail. Undoubtedly it concerns the 
powers, influence and destiny of our 
empire. But we are convinced beyond 
all question that this conflict is of 
vastly. wider significance and that its 
determination must exercise a profound 
influence upon the world's future. Man-

Washington, December 22.—An- 
nouncement by Colonel E. M. House, 
of New York, President Wilson’s close 
personal friend and adviser, that he 
soon would go to Europe at the re- 
quest of the president and the secre- 
tary of state, caused great interest in 
official and diplomatic circles here to- 
day. cretary Lansing confirmed the 
anno@™cemént, but declined to add any- 
thing to it. 

Authoritative explanation of the pur- 
poses of Colonel House’s trip to Eu- 
rope discloses that Colonel House will 
dispense the views of the United States 
on general international questions and 
will attempt to determine the state of 
official and public opinion in the va- 
rious countries he will visit. 

Colonel House visited Secretary Lan- 
Sing last week and was advised of the 
position in which the United States 
government found itself in regard te 
international questions and what 
remedial measures should be taken. He 
was told that this government, under 
existing circumstances, had found it- 
self unable to put in writing an ade- 
quate expression of the state of pub- 
lic and official opinion regarding im- 
portant negotiations and that Ameri- 
can diplomatic representatives abroad 
were unable to advise the state de- 
partment as to the state of govern- 
mental and public opinion in Europe.

Criticisms of British incompetence in 
dealing with various phases of the Buropean 
war are not by any means confined to out- 
side observers. The story of Lord North- 
cliffe’s campaign for efficiency through The 
London Times has gone around the world. 
Now The London Daily Mail declares that, 
“Too late is written in letters of fire upon 
the government's record in this war.”

The 
owner now climbs aboard the driver’s seat 
of the mechanical player each evening after 
supper, and tramps off 27 yards of Liszt, 43 
yards of Mendelssohn, 19 yards of Brahms 
and 2,745 yards of Luders, thus enabling him 
to soak his soul in music and at the same 
time brace up his liver for another hard day

Police officers were quickly sum- 
moned and three negroes were arrest- 
ed in the barber shop. They were Sin- 
gleton Johnson, of 187 Bell street, 
George Newsom, of 204 North Boule- 
vard, and Neal Davis, a clerk in a near- 
by negro soda fountain, who lives at 
102 Huiiliard street. 

Will Wright, one of the proprietors 
of the barber shop, was arrested by 
Vetectives Moon and Waggoner as he 
Was going into his residence at No. 
11 Karle street. A big dirk was tound 
in nis possession. 

Another negro is still at large, and 
the police pbeiiewe that this negro is 
the one who first opened fire on the 
two sheriffs as they entered the barber 
shop. It was the tirst bullet fired that 
struck Gossett and paralyzed his left 
arm. * 

County police officers state that Gos- 
sett and Vorsyth had incurred the en- 
mity of these negroes some time ago 
for raiding “crap games,” and that they 
had sworn to get Forsyth and Gos- 
sett.’

He 
has two deep stabs on his left shoul- 
der. Another stab thrust pierced his 
left arm. There is a stab in the mid- 
dle of his back. He also has an ugly 
wash over his left ear. His neck is 
badly swollen, so much so that it is 
impossible for the doctors to deter- 
mine whether his neck has sustained 
a fracture. 

There is a bad cut on the left side 
of his neck, which, the doctors say, 
severed his external jugular vein. t 
is this wound that has caused the phy- 
sicians to decide upon transfusion of 
blood as soon as someone can be found 
to submit to the operation. .

CONQUEROR OF LIEGE 
PASSES IN GERMANY 


Berlin, December 22.—(By Wireless 
to Sayville, N. 1.) — The death at Han- 
over ot General von Emmich, the con- 
queror of Liege, is announced by the 
Overseas News agency. 

General von Emmich died of arterio- 
sclerosis. ; 

“Despite the admonitions of Emperor 
William,” says the News agency, Gen- 
eral von Emmich was utterly regard- 
less of his health, declaring that a sol- 
dier in war time had no business to 
think of his personal well- being.“ 


General von Emmich was commander 
of the Tenth army corps. He figured 
prominently in the early events of the 
war, being in command of German 
troops which invaded Belgium. It was 
he who issued an appeal to the Bel- 
gian people not to resist the Germans. 

The heavy loss of life of the Ger- 
mans at Liege was said to have shat- 
tered the confidence of the general, and 
a report that he had committed suicide 
gained wide currency in August of last 
year. He was decorated with the Order 
of Merit last June. 

General von Emmich joined the army 
on the day of Prussia’s victory over 
Austria at Sadowa, in 1866. He fought 
as lieutenant in the Franco-Prussian 
War; was made colonel in 1897, and in 
1901 attained the rank of major gen- 
eral.

London. December 22.— The house of 
commons today passed. without divi- 
‘sion, bills prolonging the life of the 
présent parliament eight months and 
increasing the strength of the. British 
army to 4,000,000 men. 


e army bill ‘was passed in com- 
mittes of the whole at last night's ses- 
sion after fourteen hours’ sitting. The 
debate of this bill today prior to its 
[final passage, was brief and without 
pong its opponents all having suf- 
ficiently aired their views during the 
committee proceedings. 

The newly authorised army, H. J. 
Tennant, parliamentary secretary of 
the war office, stated tothe house to- 
hight, is the largest army ever raised 
in this country. Mr. Tennant gave in- 


teresting figures on the large reserve 


requirements of the army under modern 
war conditions, saying that it was nec- 
essary to have at home in reserve 1.8 
men for every. soldier m the field. This 
estimate is based on the monthly 
‘wastage of 15 per cent, which was the 
experience of the first year of the war. 
Thus the army of 1,250,000, which fig- 
ures were given by Premier Asquith 
yesterday as the present British force 
abroad, required 2,250,000 reserves in 
training at home, or a total force of 
3,500,000 necessary for the prosecution 
of the waronthe present basis for one 
year. , 

Mr. Tennant regretted that he was 
tiunmable in any way to anticipate the pre- 
mier's statement as to the numbers 
enrolled under Lord Derby's scheme. 
He said he could only share the hope 
of the members that the number of

It was at Per- 
ryville, Md., forty-seven years ago to- 
day, December 23 868, that Abe 
Hicken became the first recognized 
champion of American lightweights by 
defeating Pete McGuire. He turned 
the trick in five rounds,’ and thereby 
gained immortality and the 
of the $2,000 purse. 

The history of the American light- 
weight division from Hicken to Ritchie 
would make mighty interesting read- 
ing, but it would 8 several fat 
volumes. Hicken retired soon after 
his victory, and Arthur Chambers and 
Billy Edwards claimed the title, 
Chambers winning by a trick, and later 
defendi his title against. Johnny 
Clark. arlie Norton, George Full- 
james, a Canadian, and cthers then held 
forth as claimants, until in 1884 Jack 
Dempzey, the “Nonpareil,” became the 
recognized leader. Jack soon outgrew 
the lightweight class, and his friend, 
Jack McA ulitte, reigned in his stead as 
world’s champion from 1885 to 1894, 
when he retired undefeated. The great 
little George Lavigne, the Saginaw Kid, 
was lightweight champion of America 
and the world until 1899, when’ Frank 
Erne, of Buffalo, a native of Switzer- 
land, annexed the honor. Joe Gans then 
came to the front, although for a time 
Jimmy Britt disputed bis right to the 
crown, and it was not.until 1908 that 
Battling Nelson, the Dane, took the 
crown from Joe’s kinky dome. Five 
years ago Ad Wolgast, the ichigan 
Wildcat, took the honors, and in 1 

Willie Ritchie succeeded to the light- 
weight throne, although soon deprived 
of the world’s title by Freddie elsh, 
With a number of good men now con- 
testing in that class, it is likely that 
much new lightweight championship 
history will be written before very 
long. :

Last night Villa was expected to reach 
Juarez at dawn, according to reports 
to the merican consulate at Juarez, 
For sevéral days the report has been 
current that Villa was at the Bustillos 
ranch west of Chihuahua City. For 
four days commercial wires south of 
Juarez have carried no message from 
the deposed northern chieftain. 

he departure from Juarez of Amer- 
fean Consul Edwards, coincident with 
the first news of Villa’s retirement, 
caused speculation as to whether he 
had received instructions to receive 
Villa at a point agreed upon east of 
here, possibly Sierra Blanca. Edwards 
said he intended taking a brief rest.

VILLA ELIMINATED; 
AS REAL MENACE. 

Washington, December 22.—Whether 
General Villa crosses the border into 
the United States lost much of its in- 
terest in Washington today when it 


became known that General Ochoa, 
commanding the . Villa arrison at 
Juarez, had agreed to the surrender 


of his men and had accepted a com- 
mission from the de facto government 
of Mexico. Officials said that Villa at 
large might continue troublesome, but 
that without an army he was eliminat- 
ed as a real menace. 

The arrival of General Trevino at 
Chihuahua City with a Carranza force 
had not been reported to the state de- 
partment, but announcement of the 
fact in press dispatches added to offi- 
cial optimism. 

Agents of the department still re- 
ported lack of knowledge of Villa's 
whereabouts.. Should he fail to cross 
into the United States officials here 
think it will be but a short time before 
he is run down by the Carranza forces, 
since he has lost "both Juarez and Chi- 
huahua. There remains, however, the 
possibility. of his reaching the force 
operating under General Rodriguez.
